It was a beautiful 
funeral and the church was packed tight. 

The school found it hard to get back to normal 
but it is getting there now, although there is still a 
big gap.

In 1966 five students arrived for Grade Seven and are still 
with us - now at CoUege level. John Scrim, Tom Wallace, Tom 
Karsay, David Huitson were interviewed by the fifth member of 
this veteran student group, John den Hartog, on some of the 
changes which have taken place over their years here. 


When did students get town leave when you came? 

We were only allowed to go downtown on Wednesday afternoon and Saturday morning and 
evening - in school dress. 

What were cadets like? 

They were held every Saturday morning at 9 a.m. , instructors coming from a nearby town 
and in those days it was very rough. My first year the cadet stores were in what is now 
the Rec. Hall. 

What were teacher -student relations like? 

Although there were fewer students in the school then the teacher -student relationship 
was not as good as it is at present. Now the students feel more at ease with the staff. 

Did religion play a great part in school life? 

Yes, it did. We had chapel every morning in which we had to take part. The chaplain 
would give us parts to read in Pierce Hall and every Sunday we had to go to church, it 
was a definite commitment. 

Has laboratory equipment changed much? 

We now have a biology lab which we did not have when I came. Thousands of dollars 
have been spent on better equipment for the Physics, Chemistry and French Language 
Labs. It is all quite modern now. 

What was Bugbee House like five years ago? 

In the bedrooms we were only allowed to keep our jackets and pants on a shared rack. 

The rest of our clothes were kept in a separate room in little boxes where we had to 
change and dress. 

No food was allowed in the bedrooms themselves. In 1966 we had four to a room and the 
following year we had SIX. The present TV room used to be a classroom. Grade Seven 
worked there. The present large study hall was a recreation room. Our housemother 
was Mrs. Wallace and she really cared about us. Housemaster was Mr. Winser. Mrs. 
Wallace also taught Health and Geography in Grade 7. 

How would you compare sports then and now? 

Basically the same, but we now have some additional sports such as a cross-country 
team coached now by Mr. Boyd. We now have fencing as a school team. 

There is a lot more variety in intramural - archery, horseshoes, cross-country and 
orienteering. 

What was dress like six years ago? 

On Sundays to all meals we had to wear, blazer, dark socks and black leather shoes. 

The weekday dress was a lot stricter. We had to wear white shirt, grey flannels, house 
tie, dark socks and leather shoes. Corduroy pants and white socks were never allowed.

What about hair ? 

Wallace : 

In the old days the rule about hair was strictly enforced. It had not to touch the collar or 
ears and had to be kept away from the eyes. 

Q. 

What were some of the changes in the school itself over the past six years? 

Huitson : 

We ate in what is now the library or Learning Centre and it was very crowded, only about 
three feet between tables. The old staff reception room is now the Reading Room. 

Scrim : 

Also the Headmaster's office and school secretary's office was in the present Language 
Lab. 

Wallace : 

The dining hall was a great change when we moved to Lebaron Hall with a lot more room. 
Two more large classrooms were also built then in Lebaron ground floor. 

Q. 

What was the attitude to the seniors in those days? 

Karsay : 

There was respect for the seniors. Juniors looked up to them and treated them as elders 
This has all vanished. 

Q. 

What were the rules concerning smoking and drinking? 

Scrim : 

Only Grades 11 and 12 were allowed to smoke. If a junior was caught smoking three 
times he had to leave the school. Now Grades 10, 11 and 12 are allowed and juniors get 
away with a small punishment. 

Huitson: 

In the past if a boy was caught drinking he had to leave the school but now he is generally 
put on probation. 

Q. 

What were the recreation facilities like? 

Wallace : 

There was no Recreation Hall. We had to build one out of the old Gym. The first year it 
was opened Bugbee boys were not allowed to go in except for the tuck shop area. 

Karsay: 

In those days the recreation centre for the seniors was in the basement of Davis. The 
present Biology Lab was the TV room and the present smoker was the ping-pong area. 

Q. 

How was study conducted? 

Huitson: 

Grades 7 and 8 had supervised study in Room 3 from 7:30 till 9. Grade 12 were not al- 
lowed to study where and when they liked as they are now. In the senior houses all doors 
had to be open at all times and you had to be at your desk. 

Q. 

How did Bugbee rate against Colby and Davis? 

Scrim : 

For one thing the students in Bugbee were not allowed in the senior houses except when 
they were going to see their big brother. 

Wallace : 

Before allowances were increased Bugbee got $1. 50 and the seniors $2. 00. 

Q. 

How were classes run? 

Karsay: 

We had a regular 5 day cycle instead of six. This was a set schedule and it was the 
same every week. There was no variety. 

Scrim: 

We had two subjects which have now been dropped, Latin and Religious Knowledge. Also 
we had one class on Wednesday afternoon which is now free. 

Q. 

Have there been any new facilities or programmes set up for free time? 

Scrim : 

The outdoor program with horseback riding, camping, etc. and concert trips to Montreal.
